TH E king -having, by the. dethronj.« 
zation of Philafter's father, who waa 
the legal pofleffor of the Siciliam crown, 
afcended the throne of that kingdom, in 
order the better to. fecure his ill-gotten 
territories to pofterity, entered into, a 
treaty. with Pharamond of Spain, by 
which it was. agreed that that prince 
thould marry his only daughter 
and by that means joining the ftrengthof 
Spain te his own, defeat any

The king's precaution in this refped, 
was, no doubt, very politically founded, 
becaufe Philafter, was almof adored by 
all: the Sicilians, and. had received the 
mof ftriking proofs of their: invariable 
attachment.

mitted to a committee of the whole houfe 
for the Monday following, being the 
arft.

Thus amethod of tax~ 
ation, that wasvat “firf introduced by vi- 
olence, was now eftablithed by Jaw, and 
thus a part of the public:burthen .wasin 
a great meafwre taken off from..the 
‘fhoulders.of moft of the rich, and thrown 
upon the shoulders of the rpoor ; \baut 
smany of our rich. ftillremained loaded 
with a!burthenwwhich they now refolved 
to get rid of in. the Same way, and ac- 
cordingly, .at the very fame time an att 
was pafied for abolithing wards andlive- 
ries, and inJieu thereof granting hes édi- 
tarily to thecrown another excife upen 
malt liquors, ‘Sec. equal to the former; 
which of courfe increafed the profitsy and 
confequently the.practice. of fmuggling, 
and ‘eyen .in the fame reign, made fame 
-newpenal. laws:neceflary for preventing it. 
* ..I need not -inforni sthe’ reader. how 
much our«exciesvand vexcife laws have 
face been multiplied and extended ; but 
itis really diverting to hear fome people 
now talk in:a‘manner quite different 


from any thing ‘they ever did before. 
“According 


to them,. our commiflioners 
of excife are as-able, .and as juft judges, 


as any in the ‘kingdom, .and the officers 


under them are all‘ fuch polite civil gen~ 
‘tlemen, that there is now no fuch thing 
as that infolence of office, which honeit 
Shake(pear faid‘was enough to make a 
man put an end to himfelf, rather then 
fubmit to it. For my own part, I cannot 
yet believe, that either our commiffion- 
ers or their officers are angels ; I believe, 
that ‘both of them are fill but men 

therefore I believe that the infolence» 

office isnow the fame as it was in the days 
of Shakefpear ; I am certain that the 
lower the rank of ‘the officer, the higher 
his infolence will be to every perfonito 
‘whom he dare fhew it, confequently: it 
vwill rife-in pr ion. to the imbeciblity 
of thé unfortunate persion fubjected ha 
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his office. What then mufta poor man 

expect from an excifeman who has, per- 
haps, a private hint to be. infolent and 
vexatious: From hence I am convinced, 
that every man who is fubjeé to the 
Jaws of excife, and has, by his vote at 
an eleétion, difobliged the minifter, may 
expect to meet with infolence from his 
excifeman, and can have very little, if 
any, hope of meeting with a proper. re- 
drefs from the commiffioners ; and that 
if fuch a man fhould ever, by the igno- 
_rance of negle& of his fervants, incur 
any penalty, he could expeé& no mer- 
cy or mitigation from either. 

But, fay thefe new converts, the ma- 
kers of malt for theirown confumptien 
are fubject to the excife laws, if they do 
not compound ; and why fhould not the 
makers of cyder be putinto the fame 
condition? This is a melancholy anda 
dangerous argument; for it will hold 
equally good for fubjeéting every man 
in the kingdom to the excife laws, as 
there is no, man that does not confume 
fomething already fubje&t to a tax. The 
makers of cyder for iale are now fubject 
to the excife laws, and to a multitude of 
excifes, without the liberty of com- 
pounding for any prefcribed fum, or for 
any fum, unlefs the commiffioners agree 
to it; why fhould not the makers of 
cyder for home confumption be put into 
the fame condition? The brewers of 
malt liquors for fale are now tubjeét to 
the excife laws and to a multiiude of 
excifes, without any liberty to compound 
but under the fame condition; why 
fhould not the brewers of malt liquors for 
home confumption be put into the fame 
circumftances ? Originally it was fo: The 
excile was at fir, in 1643, laid upon all 
malt liquors and cyder made for fale or 
not for fale; and impartial juftice re- 
quires, that all our excites fhould. ftill 
be fo; for why thould the poor, who 
. mut purchafe what they confume, be 
loaded with atax, which the rich, who 
can make what they confume, are free 
from? This is certainly inconfiftent, with 
common juftice, and much more with 
that compaffion, which in all countries 
ought to be thewn towards the poor ; 
and it is as certain, that our reftoring 
our excife to its orginal form, by mak- 
ing the rich pay at le equally with the 
poor, would produce a very confider- 
able increafe »n our public revenue. 
There can be no xeafon fer our not do- 


ing. fo, but that which proceed 
regard for the prefervation of oy, 
ftitution, and if that regard thould , 
be laid afide, a general excife yj 
bably be the confequence, and yjl 
tend to meal as well as malt; fo J 
excifeman may be_more eafily {ent ; 
the corn mill, than ‘he is now {en ; 
the malt houfe, as there are many: 
vate families that make their own ; 
but no man, I believe, but the pi 
himfelf, grinds his own corn. 

But as the prefervation of oy. 
ftitution abfolutely depends upon 


ferving the freedom of our eleStion, im 


hope we fhall foon think of reforgy 
to the ancient laws of their coun 
many of thofe who are now fubjed q 
the modern laws of excife. It therefys 
gave me a concern, it ought to 5 
every real friend to liberty a concer, 
fee fo great a number of his fellow 
jeé&ts brought under the laws of ex: 
that were never before fubje& to ay 
fuch Jaws; for by this a& many ge. 
tlemen of opulent fortunes may 
brought under the laws of excife, j 
they prefume to make the apples of ther 
own growth into cyder, for the confu 
tion of theirown families. They ma, 
perhaps, think, that they may free thee 
felves from this n.convenience by com 
pounding, and paying the compofitia 
money preferihed by the a&t ; but I mut 
beg leave to think otherwife: The » 
tion is not left- to them, whether thy 
fhall be allowed to compound or , 
but to the commiffioners and officersd 
excife; who may find feveral plavible 
pretences for refufing to allow them 
compound, though the real reafon my 
be, their voting in parliament, or at # 
election againft the direction of the m 
nifter for the titne being. This mul 
allowed to be the cafe by every one tht 
will confider the words of the aft; fort 
does not fay, that the commiffioners, &.

procure that abjeét compliance of the 
fenate which they afterwards met with, 
until they had fo multiplied the forts of 
treafon, or what they called crimen lefa 
majeftatis, and had provided fuch a nume 
ber of abandoned Dion, informers, 
that every man, however innocent, wag 
liable to be accufed, tried, and cons 
demned for fome fort of treafon, if he ever 
gave @ vote in the fenaie or in the eleo~ 
tion of any chief magiftrate, contrary to 
the imperial mandate, and after a few 
examples had been made, their being 
known to be pofleffed of the power was 
alone fufficient for producing the etfe&. 
From this example we ought, for the 
fake of eur conftitution, if not for the 
fake of our fellow fubjeéts, to be ex- 
tremely careful of enaéting or extendin 
any penal and enfnaring laws, whi 
fome of our laws relating to the cuftoms 
and excife muft be allowed to be, toa 
very high degree. By one of them, @ 
gentleman may be made guilty of fees 
lony, without benefit of clergy, upon a 
malicious “information,. arttully laid, 
though he has never heard, nor could 
have the leaft fulpicion, of his having 
been accufed, until he is feized, in order 
to have execution awarded againft him 
by the court of Kings Bench, or by the 
judges upon their circuit. Will any 
man fay that fuch a law may, like a 
neglected coal pit, be left epen, till fome 
one has loft his life ‘by falling, or by 
being flily thoved into’ it? The law I 
mean, 18 that of the roth of the late 
king for the further punifbment of perfons 
going armed or difyusfed, in defiance of 
the laws of cuftoms or excife; and I mens 
tion it on purpofe, becaufe it expites at 
Michaelmas next, and confequently may 
foon come again under the confideration 
of parliament ; If it be continued, I h 
fome proper regulations will be made, 
for giving a more certain and particular 
notice to.every man againft whom fuch 
an information may hereafter be lodged, 
as is therein mentioned, and a much 
longer time to appear and take his trial. 
-Having now explained the chief rea- 
fon that every free Briton muf have for 
being againft the continuance of this 
lawy I have no occafion to enter mi- 
hardthips and diftreffes 
that muft thereby be brought upon the 
in all our cyder counties.

But can we fuppol 
that: a cyderman. will tend them hs 
pound? He witl refufe it on purpol 
m order to force them to fell their fruit 
to him at a low price. And if any gen- 
tleman or farmer in the neighbourhood 
fhould continue to make his own cyder, 
and'to kesp.a pound’ for that purpok, 
the poor will find it very difficulc to pre 
cure the’ ufe of it, according to the regu 
lations ibed by this act ; which dif- 
ficulty is fo clearly fet forth by Mr. Al 
cock in his obfervations upon this 24, 
that I fhall' give it the reader in hisowt 
words ae follows :

And as ‘in the fame pamphlet the rea- 
der may fee feveral other particular and 
very ftrong arguments againtt the conti- 
nuance of this tax, E need fay no more 
upon the fubjeét, therefore thall only 
add, that from the compofition ‘money 
prefcribed by this: a&t, we have reafob 
to fufpect, either that there are no coms 
pounders for the male tax in Engtand, 
or that they have not as yet’ been obli 
to pay more than ss. a head compolition 
money tor that tax ; whereas ever fince the 
a&t of the 33d of the lare king, which 
granted a perpetual malt-tax, they augitt 
to have paid 7s. 64. yearly compofition 
money for every perfon in theit family, 
that is to fay 5s.-in lieu of the annual 
malt:tax, and. 2s. 6d: in lieu of the 
faid perpetual malt tax, ‘which by the 
aét was to be afcertained and paid, in like 
manner, and with the like allowances, 
repayments, and power of making com- 
pofition, &c. as direéted by the annual 
malt tax act of that feffion; for furely 
no. one ought to be allowed to pay but 
6d. per buthel for the malt they make, 
when.all the -reft of their fellow fubjects 
pay 94. per-buthel for all the malt they 
make-or confume: Such a partiality 
would be the more unjuft, as the richly’

1 T is with great concern, that I have 

of late obferved thofe animofities, 

with which the nation appears to be agi- 

tated, to the fhame of al! good fenfe, and 
true patriotiim. 

Tam by birth an Englifhman, and I 
mever worfhipped the Scotch minifter, 
mor his predeceffors, nor expected either 

lace or penfion from him or them.—— 
Pot have { ever worfhipped the demi- 

ogues of the people, nor proftituted my 
Sevens and conicience in the caufe of po- 
pularity. 

It is with high concern that I fee ma- 
wy, too many, of my countrymen, and 
fome even of prime rank and fortune, 
facrificing to both thofe idols in their 
turns, and I cannot help holding them 
in equal and fovereign contempt: I hape 

ere are not many of this contemptuous 
chara&er in this affembly. 

As to thofe gentlemen who ferve their 
prince with honour and integrity, and 
dupport the caufe of government and the 
Jaws, againft a faétious populace, I 
anut ever revere them, as I do thofe ho- 
neft fouls, who defert a minifter when- 
ever he appears to them to fteer contrary 
to the public good; and it 1s right in 
them to. oppofe him, in fuch particular 
mea(ures, as appear to them to be wrong ; 
but when they vilify the minifter and 
the government, and oppofe every pub- 
lic.meafure not projected by themfelves, 
-—fuch men muft have bad hearts, they 
are the corrupted flaves of popularity, or 
of their own refentment, or ambition, 
and are as dangerous to the community, 
as the the minitterial wretch, who gives 
up his conicience to: the guidance of a 
minifter, either for a place or a penfion. 

It has heretofore been lamented, that 
we have no act, totally excluding all 
placemen and penfioners from fitting in

muft have fupported. both the Germa 
and Portugal wars. ——And we me 
have found men to guard and garrifon all 
our former and future conquetts, whid 
could only have been extended in theRa 
or Welt Indies, and fwppofing we ha 
loft no men by the fword, which is no 
to be imagined, we mutt certatnly have 
loft great numbers every year by the di. 
mate, as the Havannah fully tells — 
And if we had conquered both the In. 
dies, and taken all. that France anf 
Spain had to Jofe, pray how were wen 
retain them ? And what ule were wew 
make of them ? 

We have undeniably fecured the main 
point on which the war began; I mem 
our fettlements on the continent of Ame 
rica, the boundaries of which are now 
fixed by a natural line, extenfive fures 
heart can with. We have great 
crampt and narrowed the French in thei 
Newtoundland- fithery, as any one may 
fee by looking on a map. 

We have given up Martinico to pus 
chafe peace for Portugal, and we hare 
given Guadalupe for Minorca, whichl 
think a bad exchange, though a fe 
years ago, Minorca was cricd up a4 
place of the higheft importance to thi 
kingdom; and, if made a free port, 
may certainly be made of great ule to Us 
but unleis it be put under fome new & 
gulation, it fcarce feems worth the a 
nual expence we are at in keeping It. 

For the Havannah we got Flonda.— 
A place to us of far greater value wt 
the Havannah, as the ports are equally 
good, and the territory completes, @ 
rounds, our continental fettlements ™ 
America. 

I with circumftances would have a+ 
mitted of our. keeping either Maruare 
or Guadalupe, and of totally rewy 
the French trom the Newfoundland we 
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But were any of thefe fufficient 
seats for continuing the war, even for 
nother year, at the expence of eigh- 
an or twenty millions ? And with a 
chance too of @ turn of fortune in our 
own arms, or in thofe of our allics?——— 
For oft as we had beat the enemy, we 
had made no impreflion ‘on their own 
country; that remained whole and un- 
hurt—-And we might have fought on, 
as Charles the r2th of Sweden did, tll 
in the courfe of war, the enemy might 
have learnt, even of us, how to con- 
 Aabee mutt be wilfully blind not to 
fee, that our own ruin was ftalking for- 
ward in hafty ftrides, in our national 
debt, however fhaded by dur viétorious 
ners. 

Te me, Louifiana appears a more va- 
juable and important acquifition, than 
any reftitutions we have made to France, 
and I hhould think it very impolitick and 
to exchange it for either Marti- 

nico, Guadalupe, or even both of them, 
if the French were to propofe it, and in 
this, T believe, I fpeak the fentiments 
of many who hear me, and of fome who 
Thope will have the courage to declare 
it, Louifiana is of large extent, it has 
eticher and more fruitful foil than thofe 
ifands ; it abounds with indigo, vines, 
mulberry trees, and tobacco, which are 
the natural produét of the country, fo 
that from thence we may in time have 
both Glk and wine ; and fugar, if planted 
there, will thrive with very little cult- 
vation.———And the great lakes, or in- 
land feas, admit of a ready navigation, 
even into the moft interior part of the 
country.—Confider then of what high 
importance this acquifition may be made 
to us-And did we ever conquer it?

lappy liad ir been for us, and for 
Hanover, ‘at the general peace it had 
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been given into other hands, and ou¢ 
crown had had a compen(ation for it in 
fome of our new acquifitions. It is too 
great a ftake to expect the crown to give 
it up without a compeniation, andin the 
late war we lavifhed away more in its 
defence, than the fee fimple, and in- 
heritance of it is worth, and ffill we 
are liable to be again involved in tke 
fame expence. 

Every art has been ufed, every means 
tried, to render the peace, and thole who 
made it, odious and unpopular; but thafe 
arts are furely too grofs to impofe upon 
any man of underftanding, though they 
may miflead the vulgar: Thusitis daily 
remarked, that the minifter is a Scotch- 
man, as if Scotland were not a part of 
Britain. Are we not by the union. be- 
come one people? And has not Scotland, 
for its number of inhabitants, produced 
as great generals and ftatefinen, and as 
good foldiers, as England ?———As lo 
as the minifter is a natural born fubjec, 
does it matter to us whether he be born 
on this or the.other fide the Tweed, or 
on this or the other fide the Trent? 
Surely not.——Ail that concerns. us, is, 
that he be honeft and fenfible.—I know 
not lord Bute more than by fight, but I 
judge of him as of other men, by their 
aétions, and I pronounce of the. tree, 
according to the fruit it bears. 

And give me leave to afk under whofe 
adminiftration did our arms triumph at 
Martinico? And under whofe adminif- 
tration did we conquer at the Havannah? 
Truth fays under lord Bute’s,—Oh ! 
but it is faid, that he adviled che peace 5 
be it fo. And if he thought it right, 
was it not his duty to advife it? Muf 
he not have been falfe to his mafter, and - 
falfe to his country, if he had not ad- 
vifed it, when he-thought it right ?—— 
And was not this very peace. made with 
the concurrence of the gouncil? Yes, 
but then it was not made by the tribunes 
of the people, amd the anti.courtiers de 
cry it, and they who made great gaing 
by the continuance of the war, exclaim 
againft it,—and f I fear they would 
agamit any peace, on any terms, une 
lefs made by themfelves.—But thefe, I 
hope, will not be deemed fufficient .rea- 
fons for our withholding our approba- 
tion of it: [therefore concur heartily 
in ‘the motion for the addrefs. now sm0- 
ved for. ; vans: 
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AY 28th, the prince of Deux- 

Ponts, at the head of the Impe- 

rial and Auftrian army, moved from 
Nuremberg, and marched towards Bam- 
“berg; but they made very flow marches, 
for on the 18th of July. they had ad- 
vanced no further than Arnftadt. They 
had, however, detached to the left a 
body of troops under general Ried, who 
affed through the county of Hohenftein, 
elonging to the king of Pruffia, where 
She raifed moft heavy contributions, and 
_on the 21ft appeared before Halbertftadt, 
which being no way tenable, the Pruffian 


gaitifon had retired vpon his approach, 
confequently that city and dutchy were 
forced to agree to pay the contribution 
demanded, which was 800,000 crowns, 
part of which was paid in ready money, 
and hoftages given for paying the reft in 
feven months. As prince Henry and 
moft of the Pruffian troops had by this 
time left Saxony, the imperial army be- 
gan now to advance apacey fo that by 
the beginning of Augutt it had got near 
Leipfick, which was invefted by a ftrong 
detachment under colonel) Widman, and 
on the sth it was furrendered by the 
Proffian garrifon, upon honourable 
terms; being allowed to retire with their 
cannon, arms, and baggage, to Witten- 
berg: but as a great part of the garrifon 
confifted of Saxons, preffed into the Prat- 
fian feryice, they mutinied by the way, 
and near rs00 of them deferted. 

About the fame time that Leipfick was 
invefted, the city of Drefden was in- 
vefted and blockaded by another detach- 
ment under gencral Prentano ; and by a 
third, under general Kleefeld, the town 
of Torgau was alfo invefted, whilft a 
fourth, under general Lufchinfki, was 
fent to poffefs himfelf of Strehlen, and 
fome other pofts upon the left fide of 
the Elbe, which he did, and, at one of 
them, intercepted fome barges, coming 
from Torgauj and bound to Drefden, 
with 500 tons of meal, as a fupply for 
the Pruffian garrifon there. In the mean 
time general’ Kleefeld fent notice, that 
having fummoned the governor to fur- 
render, his anfwer was, that if they ap- 

ched nearer to the town, he would, 
"that moment lay it in afhes; whereup- 
en the prince of Deux-Ponts fent him 
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orders, to prepare: for attack; 
town in form: Aceordingly we! 
Kleefeld prefently ordered the fhe ’" 
to be attacked, and the governor - 
in part as good as his word, for sae 
fuburbs could not be detended, jj 
troops fet them on fire as they oA 
though purfued through flames and fJ, 
ling houfes, by the Croats, aud Effern's 
grenadiers, to the very ports of the tows 
Upon the news of this obftinacy in the 
governor, the prince of Deux. Ponis de. 
tached the prince of Stolberg with two 
regiments of foot, a regiment of cyj. 
raffiers, and a train of artillery to re. 
inforce general Kleefeld ; on whole ar. 
rival a battery was ordered to be ered. 
ed, for demolifhing the bridge over the 
Elbe, invorder to cut off the garrifon's 
retreat ; and with the fame view general 
Lufchintki, who had likewife arrived 
there, was ordered to pafs the Elbe, and 
pofiefs himfelf of all the little pofts upon 
the right fide of that river, by which the 
place was compleatly invefted. On the 
13th at the dawn of day the batteries be- 
gan to play, and they played with fuch 
effect, that before night the governor de- 
fired to capitulate; The terms were next 
day adjuited; and on the ssth the garri- 
fon marched out with all the honours of 
war, in order to be conduéed to Wit- 
tenberg, but many of them being Saxons 
they likewife mutinied by the way, and 
near $00 of them came and joined the 
Imperialiés. 

On the 2oth general Kleefeld invelted 
Wittenberg, and next day poffcffed him 
felf of the fuburbs without any refiltance, 
whereupon he fummoned general count 
Hora, the Pruffian governor, to‘furren- 
der. By this time it is probable, the go- 
vernor had heard of his fovereign’s de 
feat at Cunnerfdorff, and was thereby fo 
much difpirited, that upon the very fir 
fummons he defired to capitulate upoa 
honourable terms, which were as readi- 
ly' granted as afked ; and on the 2ad he 
marched out, at the head of his garrilon, 
with’all the honours of war, and tty 
were conduéted to Potfiam, from when 
they had leave to march either to Ber 
lin, or Magdeburg, as they plealed; but 
this precipitate furrender was fo difplea- 


fing to his Pruffian majefty, that be +

However, as the general count Mac- 
‘ ie hadenow taken poft upon the right 
fe of the Elbe, and was preparing to 
attack the mew town, at the fame time 
that the old was to be attacked by gene- 
ral Prentano, and as the garrifon was 
not numerous enough to defend both, 
the governor next day ordered part of 
the bridge to be blown up, and then de- 
fried the new town, which general 
Vehla;, with a body. of Auftrians, im- 
mediately took pofieffion of *. At laf, 
enthe goth, the Auftrian train of artil- 
lery arrived from Letomeritz, and a 
, numberof. batteries were erected with 
fuch difpatch, that in three days they 
were all near ready to open. The 
! brave count Schmettau now faw himlelf 
. in the utmoft danger.of having histowa 
taken by ftorm, and his garrifon all cut 
) in pieces; for.as the town had no out- 
) works, he knew, that with fuch batteries, 
a praticable breach might be made in a 
tay ortwo: Befides, he had loft a great 
number of «men during the blockade, 
even by mufket thot; for though the 
fuburbs had. been burnt +, they had not 
been fo levelled, as not to ferve as a 
fhelter tora blockading enemy, and for 
them to get near enough and 
to fire ae ruined walls over id 
ramparts of the town. By thefe conii- 
dsrations he was induced, on the 2d of 
September, to offer a capitulation, to 
which anfwer was ‘made, that he might 
then have. rable terms, but if he 
waited till but one thot was fired from 
the he..was to expect no 
: being prifoners of war, 
he fent..out his propofitions, 
Reing fuch as could not be ac- 
bftilities recommenced, and 
the qth at night, by which 
ies were all completed, 
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the cannon all mounted, and were to 
have begun firing next morning ; but as 
the governor expected no immediate re- 
lief, and indeed could not well fuppofe, 
that it was in his mafter's power to fend 
him any, he thought it better to fave 
fech a namber of brave veterans for his 
mafter’s future fervice, than to run the 
rifk of having them all cut to pieces, 
or made prifoners, merely for the fake 
ofgholding out three or four days longer; 
therefore early the next morning he fens 
out new propofitions, upon which a ca- 
pitulation was concluded, and the be~. 
fiegers that day put in poffeffion of the 
town, the garrifon being by the capitu- 
lation allowed to march out with the 
honours of war, but obliged to repair to 
Magdeburg. 

Thus the Imperialifts and Anuftrians 
had now got pofleflion of much the 
greateft part of Saxony; and in every 
one of thefe towns they mame themfelves 
mafters of confiderable magazines, and 
found great numbers. of their people 
who were prifoners, and many hobieed, 
the former of whom’ were fent to their 
re{pective regiments, and the latter fet 
at liberty and allowed to repair to their 
refpeétive habitations, by which his 
Pruffian majefty loft all thofe fums of 
money for the payment whereof thefe 
hoftages had been given or taken. But 
we thall prefently fee how quickly the 
impersae and Auftrians were driven 
out of moft of the places they had thus 
got poffeflion of, I have already ju 
mentioned the king of Pruffia’s having 
detached general Wunch, with a body 
of troops to oppofe the progrefs of the 
Imperial army in Saxony. This body 
confifted at firft but of 8000 men, pro- 
bably they were joined in their route by 
fome troops from other parts, and they 
marched with fuch expedition, that, by 
the 27th of Auguft, they arrived before 
Wittenberg, which general Wunch im- 
mediately fummone I, and next day the 
imperial gatrifon furrendered the place, 
upon obtaining leave to retire to Leip- 
fick. From thence the general, after 
paffing the Elbe, marched to Tom, 
which on the 31ft furrendered on the fame 
terms; and then repafling the Elbe, he 
marched by the way of Groffen-hayn to 
within view of Drefden, in hopes of 
being able to raife the fiege of that city ; 
but he found the garrifon had juft capi. 
tulated, upon which he was obliged to 

retreat,

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retreat. He was attacked in his retreat 
by general Vehla, and met with fome 
lofs; but foon repaid i. by attacking 
and totally routing a body of 12000 im- 
rialifts under the baron St. André, 
who in his abfence had again invefted 
Torgau ; of which action the reader may 
fee an authentic account in Lond. Mag. 
57595 P- 592. 
refently after this eiétory gen. Wunch 
began his march towards Leipfick, »and 
as upon his approach the remains of St. 
Andre's atmy retreated from Eulenberg 
towards Drefden, he continued his 
march to Leipfick, which city he inveft- 
ed, and carried on his attack with fuch 
vigour, that on the 23th the garrifon 
were obliged to furrender themfelves pri- 
foners of war, without fo much as an 
attempt having been made by the prince 
of Deux-ponts to prevent it, though he 
had on the oth been joined by a ttrong 
detachment under general Haddick, fent 
from the Auftrian army by marhhal 
Daun, as foon as he had intelligence of 
eneral Wunch’s approaching the Elbe : 
ut through the whole of this war, we 
may generally obferve furprifing procraf- 
tination, delay, and difconcert, on. one 
fide, and the utmoft alacrity, difpatch, 
and refolution, on the other; for the 
moment the king of Pruffia heard of 
Haddick’s marching towards Drefden, he 
detached genera! Finck with a large bo- 
dy of troops to join that under general 
Wunch, and they accordingly united 
foon after the reducing of Leipfick. 
Of their future progrefs, and of the 
battle that happened on the arft, be- 
tween them and the combined army of 
Imperialifts and Auftrians; we had the 
following authentic relation publifhed in 
our Gazette. ” . 

“¢ After the city of Leipzig was retaken

Finck 
ordered thofe battalions to advance which 
were pofted at Lothayn, to ftop the Au- 
ftrian cavalry that was in purfuit of ours, 
which gave our Huflars an opportunity 
of falling upon the enemy's cavalry, and 
making a great many prifoners, 

In the mean time our infantry cons 
tinued advancing, which covered our cas 
valry, and gave them time-to rally. The 
enemy’s cavalry poured down upon oux 
infantry. ‘They renewed this attack ten 
or 12 times, but all their efforts were une 
fuccefsful. Our battalions ftood firm g 
their fire was brifk and never ceafed, 
but whilft they were preparing tov frefh 
at'acks, without lofing an inch of ground, 
The enemy's numerous cavalry havi 
for fome ume made thefe different ef. 
forts without fuccefs, were at length by 
our fire obliged to fly: our dragoons 
purfued, and were fupported by our foot, 
who advanced at a great rate. 

The battalion of Kreckwitz’s grena= 
diers took 12 pieces of cannon, and one 
pair of colours; and the advan 
would have ftill been more ontdenn 
had not the fuperiority of the enemy’s ca- 
valry made our dragoons give way again, 
which obliged the battalions of Charles 
and Kreckwitz to setreat towards a 
wood, as well with a view (to ate. 
cupy a place of fecurity for the Pruf- 
fian cavalry to rally in, as to cover the 
rear of the reft of our infantry. By 
this incident we were under the neceffity 
of abandoning the 23 pieces of cannon 
taken from the enemy, with five more 
of our own, which could not be got out 
of a hollow way intime. At the fame 
inftant the enemy attacked our Huflare 
at the back of the village of Stroifchen, 
but were fo well received by a difcharge 
of grape-hot, that they were immeés 
diately repulfed, and purfued with great 
fucce(s by our Huffars. While Zaftrow’s 
regiment, which had been pofted near 
Lothayn, was taken up in driving the 
enemy's cavalry, who were in purfuie 
of eur dragoons, by the fire. of aheig 
mufquetry, a large body of Pandeuse 
feized the village of Lothaya. General 
Schenkendorff immeciately fet it on fire, 
ay 
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as being the fhorteft method to ftop the 
firings of the fmall arms, ‘which they 
could have made on our flanks, and 
which might have proved dangerous. 
As foon asethe'village was in flames, 
our infantry were able to advance again, 
which they did°with fo nuch fuccefs, 
that the enemy’s*cavalry and infantry 
being entirely feparated, fought ‘their 
fafety by flight, ‘and the battle was de- 
cided at night in our favour. 

The avmy of the empire, and feveral 
Auttrian battalions, which had ‘not hi» 
therto been engaged, “having ftill kept 
their pofition behind the village of Gro- 
eis over apainft our vanguard and the 

eft wing, liewtenant general Finck 
could not bur expeéta freth attack the 
mext day + On which account he ordered 
gen. Rebentifch ‘back into the firft line 
with five battalions and- fifteen fqua- 
drons, which were the only ones that 
had been engaged, and which remained 
tii! midnight on the field of battle; fo 
that the ground of Lothayn was occu- 
pied by the regiment of Zaftrow only. 

The 22d of September at day+break, 
feveral of the enemy's fquadrons. and 
battalions appeared ‘on the heights of 
Stroifchen. A thick fog prevented our 
diftinguifhing their number and motions; 
but about feven o'clock we diftin&tly dif- 
covered that it was’ only the rear guard 
of M.Haddick's corps and that the whole 
were retirmg towards Meltitz and See- 
ligftadt. 

The army of the empire remained that 
day under arms near Neuftat, where they 
were ran in feveral lines, whilft the 
Pandours and our light troops kept firing 
at one another all the afternoon. 

- | But the 23d they alfo retired towards 
Seeligfadt, and we purfued their rear- 
ard for feveral hours. 

We have taken 461 prifoners, amongft 
whom are 14 officers, chiefly of the're- 

iments of Cuiraffiers, Serbelloni, Bene- 
di&, Daun, Schmerzing and Bretlach. 
The enemy's infantry — faved them- 
felves as foon as the confufion began, 
we have been able to take no other tro+ 
phies than one piece of cannon. 

Our lofs does not exceed 800 men 
killed and wounded, notwithitanding 
the brifk canonade of the enemy, be- 
caufe their cannon were pointed too high; 
whereas our fire muft have had twenty 
times greater effe&, if we may judge by

Upon the whole. it feems to have bea 
no more than a drawn battle, for the Pru 
fians remained encamped near Maeiiley 
and the combined army between tht 
and Drefden; where I fhall leave them, 
till I bring. prince Henry to the one, am 
marthal Daun to the other. 
I have before mentioned, that whet 
the king of Pruffia marched again te 
Ruffians, he left the reft of his army 
a ftrong camp under the commant 
his ‘brother prince Henry *, and # 
may now fuppofe, with orders to witd 
the motions of M, Daun’s army, “but 
avoid, as much as poffible, coming '! 
general engagement. In confequenct 
thefe orders, there were continual marches

I 
immediately had deep drains cut all over 
the Jand at proper diftances, to carry off 
the fuperfluous water; my next work 
was, to caufe all the rufhes and fla 
to be mowed as clofe as poflible to the 
ground, and the whole meadow coves 
with coal afhes, 

This. had. not the defied effect; for 
the fucceeding {pring, the meadow wag 
again almoft covered with flags and 
ruihes...I was now determined to ples 
it, which I: did. the latter end of the 
fummer, , Still thinking. chat the earth 
was not ftifred to a falicivnt depth, I 
hired feveral; tout Jabourers,. and agreed 
with them to dig it for me, two {pit deep 
at leaft, for three-pence a rod: They 
did me juftice in their work, for when 
it was finifhed, the whole had the ap- 
pearance of a clean well-kept garden, 
This digging was performed early in the 
fpring,; after the frofts were jap off. 

Being unwilling to Jet land, on which 
I had Jaid out fo much money, lie idle, 
I .canfed the whole of it to -be planted 
with the largeft kind of cabbages*, I 
atlowed each of the plants a {pace of four 
feet to extend its- roots.

This had a furprifing efle&t, and the 
plants grew to a wonderful fize and 
weight, the land (eeming entirely covered 
by them. 

When my crop of cabbages was come 
to perfection, I caufed fome of them to 
be boiled for my family ufe, and with 

reat fatisfa€tion found they were much 

weeter than any J ever had from my 
kitchen-garden: This I ateributed, and 
perhaps not without reafon, td the land 
not being ret 

Being ata lofs what to do with my 
crop, which was not faleable in my 
neighbourhood, I came to a refolution 
of giving them to my cows, which fed 
on them plentifully, and greatly encreaf- 
ed in the quantity of milk they gave ; 
but the milk had a difagreeable tatte, as 
well as the butter which was made from 
the cream of it; but for this I foon, found 
a remedy by ufing Hale's method of 
ventilating it. 

I afterwards, with fome of thefe fame 
cabbages brought four lar fo for- 
ward im fleth, that fix buthels of barley 
meal inade them all completely fat and 
fit for the pickling-tub ; and they turned 
out moft excellent pork, without any 
bye-tafte : I muft however notice, that 
I was at fir obliged to caufe the 
cabbages to be boiled for the hogs, 
to induce them to eat heartily ; but they 
were foon by degrees brought to relith 
them raw. 

My poultry were extremely fond, both 
of boiled and raw cabbages; and my 
draught-horfes, when it was cut fmall, 
relithed it‘ much when mixed with oats, 
and feemed rather to thrive from the 
change of food ; they alfo eatmuch lefs 
hay than ufual. 

I was not at all difpleafed with my 
experiment, and have every year fince

my td vegetation, though creat'y aff 
tant to it in fmall quantities properiy » 
plied.

OF boiling - thirty gallones with pure 
grain cide unniixed with any other ex- 
traneous, adulterating matter.  Vef- 
fels tinned in this manner aré faid ta 
be fit for ufe much longer than ‘thofe 
tinned in the ordimary way; but’ whe- 
ther even this’ method might not be im- 
proved, is worth inquiry. Copper, 
when heated, emits vapours which are 
very noxious, and communicate their 
qualities to whatever happens to be in 
the veffels, if not tinned. This, which 
is certainly a fort of poifon, occafions 
many diforders and often death ; it is no 
wonder therefore that in Denmark, I 
think it, is, the ufe of copper veffels in 
kitchens is prohibited: Even in England 
many families make ufe, of late years, 
of iron faucepans. There is at prefent 
one Vidal, a brafier, at Paris, on the 
Pont- Marie, who fays he is poffefled of 
a fecret of tinning copper veffels in a 
manner peculiar to himfelf: He calls it 
a new difcovery, and fays that the vel 
fels tinned by him are not fubjeét te 
verdegris, the metal he ules being fo 
pure: He alfo afferts the metal to be 
fo hard, that it will Jatt in common ufe 
a very long time. As the tinning cop- 
per veffels in the beft manner is a mat- 
of fuch real and great importance, I 
fhould think the fociety of arts would 
merit the thanks of the public, did the 
fend for fome veflels, tinned by Vidal, 
and compare them, by proper and im- 
artial experiments, with thofe tinned 
y our countryman Bootie. If Vidal's 
turn out to be bef, it will naturally

I have ftill another mat- 
ter to mention to you. 

The fieurs Vidal, father and fon, De- 
faubus and Ferrand, undertook the lat- 
ter end of the year 1761, to compole a 
nietal in imitation of filver, but without 
the leaft mixture of filver in its compofi- 
tion. They fo far gained their point 
as to make this metal white through its 
whole fubftance, without (mell, malleable, 
and not brittle. In June, 1762, this 
metal anderwent many experiments in 
the prefence of fome members of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences, which ap- 
proved of the compofition, 

Thefe gentlemen afterwards obtained 
letters patent for the fole making and 
vending, for thirty years, any thing 
wrought in this metal, except drinking- 
veffels and kitchen-utenfils. This leads 
me to imagine, that the members of the 
Royal Academy, on their examination 
of it, found that it poffefled fome nox- 
sous qualities ; or why might it not have 
been brought into ule in kitchens? I 
would recommend to our London Society, 
to fend for fome of this cempofition to Pa- 
ris, if it is not to be had in London, 
and Jet it pafs a fevere examination by 
repeated experiments. As foon as the 
parts it is compofed of are difcovered, 
it fhould be made public, and a large 
premium offered to any one who could 
make it in a certain degree more perfect. 
We might perhaps, by this means, at- 
tain a method of compofing a metal 
little inferior, in point of utility at leait, 
to filver ; and if this metal could be di- 
vefted entirely of all noxious qualities, 
mw would, I thould hope, foon be ufed 
in all our kitchens inftead of copper. 

I could with I had. known what was 
the valee of the metal invented in Paris ; 
but ofthis I own mylelf quite ignorant. 
If the compofition, or the procefs to he 
ufed in making it fhould be very expen- 
five, it would by no means anfwer; 
though in this article we might perhaps 
alfo improve upon the French, by dif- 
covering a cheaper way of making it, 
We have here in England a fort of a 
fubftitute for filver, called French plate ; 
but it is only brafs filvered over, and that 
in no durable manner. It would perhaps 
be worth while for the fociety to offer a 
premium to the man who fhould difco- 
ver a more perfe&t and durable method

He {oon hy 
came famous and powerful, for he mi 
bed only the rich, and, by generoly 
uncommon in fuch a character, liberaly 
beftowed to fuch as were in want. iy 
never killed, or even hurt any petiog, 
unlefs compelled to fuch outrages in ii, 
own defence. This behaviour {0 railed 
his reputation, that all the idle fellom 
in the country enlifted  themielves ig 
his gang, and he beqame.at laft fo tom 
blefome, that the governors of the fow 
thern provinces fent out troops to 
prehena him; -but he being informed 
their defign, withdrew from the land, 
and procuring boats upon the Volg, 
commenc’d pirate. Being attacked her 
alfo, he was forced to crofs the Calpia, 
fea and fhelter himfelf on the Peri, 
thore, where he paffed for a merchas. 
Being again difcovered, he was obliged 
by the Perfians, to quit their coaft ; ast, 
now his only refuge was to_return to the 
Volga, where he behaved with great «i 
cum{peétion, often lurking in woods and 
villages: and, being in no want d 
money, he paid liberally for every thing 
he needed.

He begged 
his majefty’s pardon, and afked a certain 
number of troops, which he promifed to lead 
to a glorious conqueft, His majefty granted 
hima pardon, approved of the expedition, 
and gave orders for the troops toattend him. 
They marched to Solikamfki, where they 
pafied the winter in making preparations for 
their enterprize. 

During this interval, Yarmak behaved with 
furprifing prudence and aétivity, and difco- 
vered himfelf to be a beef ti pustenmon 
genius. He colleéted fuch of his former fol- 
lowers as remained, ‘and formed them inte a 
compariy, in whom he could confide on all 
occafions, 

At the proper feafon, the troops fet out to- 
wards Siberia, On coming into the inha- 
bited part of the country, they foumd many 
ftraggling- patties of Tartars in arms, ready te 
oppofe them, and a number of boats upon the 
rivets, full of armed men; the king of the 
Tartats hintfelf ‘was on’ board one of thefe 
veiléls.. This expeditio': was of fhort duration 
and fully anfwered the” expectations of the’ 
Ruffians. The Tatars in the boats, being 
purfued by the Ruffians, a batile enfued on 
the siver Irtith, Yarmak ob the king's 
barge, ordered his crew to board her, which 
he endeavouring to do at the head of his men, 
jumped Mort, fel] into the river, and was 
drowned, to the great grief of all his followers, 
Thus fell poor Yarmak! Notwithftanding 
this misfortune, the Rufliins gainéd a com- 
plete vidtory.| The brave Ring of the Tartars 
loft his life alfo in the a€tion. His fon, and 
the ‘reit of the'royal family, were taken pri- 
foners, and fent to Moféow, whére they were 
honourably received by the Czar, and treated 
according to their quality. The prince had 
an extenfive property granted him in Roffia, 
which the family now-epjoys, together with 
the title of Sibirfky Czarewitz, or »ptince of

that Pontidc the Indian chief, with his 
tribes, would foon abandon his defign, and 
retire, infifted with the commandant, that 
they might eafily be furprized in their camp, 
totally routed, and driven out of the fettle- 
ment; and it Was thereupon determined, that 
¢apt. Dalye'] thould march out with 247 men. 
Accordingly we marched about half an hour 
after two in the morning two deep, along 
the great road by the river fide, two boats up 
the river along thore,with a patteraro in each, 
with orders to keep up with the line of 
* march, cover our retreat, and take off our 
killed and wounded ; lieutenant Bean, of the 
queen's independents, being ordered with a 
rear guard to convey the dead and wounded 
to the boats. About a mileand a half from 
the fort we had orJers to form into platoons 
and, if attacked in the front, to fire by ftreet- 
firings. We thea advanced, and in about 
a mile farther, our advanced gvard, com- 
manded by lieutenant Brown of the 55th re- 
giment had been fired upon fo clofe to the 
enemy's breaft works and cover; that the 
fire, being very heavy, not only killed and 
wounded fome of his party but reached the 
main body, which put the whole into a little 
confufion ; but they foon recovered their or- 
der and give the enemy, er rather their 
works, it being very dark, a difcharge or two 
from the front eommanded by capt. Gray. 
Atthe fame time the rear commanded by 
capt. Grant, were fired upon from a houfe 
and fome fences, about twenty yards on his 
left; on whieh he ordered his own and capt. 
Hopkins’s companies to face to the left, 
and gave a full fire that way. After which 
it appearing that the enemy gave way every 
where, capt. Dalyell fent orders to capt. 
Grant, to take poffeilion of the abovefaid 
howfes and fences, which he immediately 
did; and found in one of the faid houfes 
two men, who told him, the enemy had 
been there long, and were well apprized of 
our defign, Capt. Grant then afked them 
the numbers; they faic, above 300; and 
that they intended, as foon as they had ate 
tacked us in fronty to. get between us and 
the fort; which capt. Grant told capt. Da- 
Jyell, who came to him when the firing was 
over. And in about aa hour after he came 
to him again, and told capt. Grant he was 
to retwe, and ordered bim to march in the 
front, and poft himfelf in an orchard. He 
thea marched, and about half a mtile farther 
on his retreat, he had fome fhots fired on 
his flank ; but got pofleffion of the orchard, 
which was well fenced; and juft as he got 
there, he heard a warm firing in the rear, 
having, at the fame time, a firing on his own 
‘poft, from the fences and corn-fields behind 
‘yt. Lieut, M‘Dougal, who aéted as adjutant 
wo the detachmest, came Dp'to him, capr,

Gray, lieutenants Brows 
and Luke were wounded ; which enfign Payij 
did, and killed fome of the enemy in theiy 
flight. Capt. Grant at the fame time d. 
tached all the men he coukd get, and took 
poffeflion of the inclofures, barns, fencey 
&c. leading from his own poft to the fort, 
which poft he reinforced with the officers 
and men as they came up. Thinking the retreat 
then fecured, he fent back to capt. Rogers, 
defiring he would come off; that the retreat 
was quite fecured, and the different parties 
ordered to cover one another fucceffively, un 
til the whole had joined, but capt, Rogers 
not finding it right to rifque the lofs of more 
men, he chofe to wait for the armed boats, 
one of which appeared foon, commanded by 
lieut. Brehm, whom capt. Grant had direét- 
ed to go and cover capt. Rogers's retreat, 
who was in the next houfe: Lieut. Brehm 
accordingly went, and fired feveral hots a 
the enemys Lieut. Abbot, with the other 
boat, wanting ammunition, went down with 
capt. Gray, lieut) Brown, and fome wount- 
ed men, returned alfo, which capt. Grant 
fuppofes the enemy feeing, did not wait her 
arrival, but retired on lieut. Brebm’s firing 
and gave capt, Rogers, with the rear, a 
opportuuityto come off: So that the whole 
fromthe different pofts joined without ay 
confefion, and marched to the fort in good 
order 3 covered by the armed boats on the 
water-fide, and by our own parties on the 
country-fide, in view of the enemy, who had 
ail joined, and were much ftronger than 4 
the beginning of the affair, as was afte® 
wards told us by fome prifoners, that mt 
their efcape, many having joined them free 
the other fide the river, and other places 
The whole arrived at the fort about een 
o'clock, commanded by capt.

The fecond inftant the troops and convoy 
intended for Fort Pit arrived at J.igonier, 
~where I could obtain no intelligence of the ene- 
my; the expreffes fent fince the beginning 
of July having been either killed, or obliged 
toreturn, all the paffes being occupied by 
theenemy. In this uncertainty I determined 
to leave all the waggons, with the powder, 
and @ quantity’of ftores and provifions, at 
Ligonier; and onthe 4th, proceeded with 
er troops, and about 340 horfes loaded with 


I intended to have halted to-day at Bufhy 
Ran (2 mile beyond this camp,) and after 
having refrefhed the men and horfes, to have 
marched in-the night over Turtle Creek, a 
very dangerous defile of feveral miles, com- 
manded by high and craggy hills : but at ene 
clock this afternoon, after'a march of 17 
miles, the favages fuddertly attacked our ad- 
vanced guard, which was immediately fup- 
ported by the two light infantry campanics 
of the 42d regirhent, who drove the enemy 
from their ambufcade, and purfued them a 
good way. The favages returned to the attack, 
and the fire being obftinate on our front, and 
extending along our flanks, we made a gene- 
tal charge, with the whole line, to diflodge 
the favages from the heights, in which at- 
tempt we fucceeded, though w thout obtain- 
ing by it any decifive advantage ; for as foon 

Were driven from one poft, they ap- 
peared om another; till, by continual reia- 
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43 
forcements, they were at laftable to furround 
us, and attack the convoy left in our rear, 
This obliged us to march back to protedt it ¢ 
The ation then became general; and thoug 
we were attacked on every fide, and the fe- 
vages exerted themfelves with uncommon se- — 
folution, they were conftantly repulfed with 
lofs. We alfo fuffered confiderably: Captain 
Tieutenant Graham and lieutenant James 
M'intoth of the 42d, are killed and caps. 
Of the royal American regiment Lient, 
Dow who aéted as a deputy quarter-mailer 
general, is thot through the body. 
Of the 77th, lieut. Donald Campbell and 
Mr. Peebles, a volunteer, are wounded. 
Our lofs of men, including rangers and 
drivers, exceeds fixty, killed or wounded, 
The action has lated from one o'clock tifl 
night, and we expect to begin again at dup 
break. | 
I cannot fufficiently acknowledge the con- 
ftant affiftance I have received from major 
Campbell, during this long ection; nor ex- 
refs my admiration of the cool and 

haviour of the troops, who did not fire a 
fhot without orders, and drove the enemy 
from their pofts with fixed bayonets. The 
conduét of the officers is much above my 
praifes. 


Account tranfmirted by Colonel Bouquet to Sir 
Jeffery Amherft, 


Camp at Bufhy Run, Aug. 6, 1763, 


I had the honour to inform your excellen- 
cy, in my letter of yefterday, of our fir ea- 
gagement with the favages, 

We took poft laft night on the hill, where, 
our convoy halted, when the front was at- 
tacked, (a commodious piece of ground, and 
juft {pacious enough for our purpofe) there 
we encircled the whole, and. covered our 
wounded with the flour-bags. 

In the morning the favages furrounded our 
camp, at the diftance, of about 500 yards, 
and, by fthooting and yelping quite round 
that extenfive circumference, thought to have 
terrified us with their numbers: they attacked 
us early, and under favour of an inceflant fire, 
made feveral bold efforts to penetrate our campg 
and though they failed in the attempt, ous 
fituation was not the lefs perplexing, having 
experienced that brifk attacks had little effe& 
upoman enemy, who always gave way when 
preffed, and appeared again immediately : ous 
troops were befides extremely fatigued with 
the long march and as Jong action of the pre- 
ceeding day, and diftreffed to the laft degree 
by a total want of water, much more intole~ 
rable than the enemy’s fire. 

Tied to our convoy, we could not lofe 
fight of it, without expofing it and our 
wounded to fall a prey to the favages, wha 
preffed upon us on every fide; and to move 
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546 | 
it was impratticable, having loft many horfes, 
and moft of the drivers, ftupified by fear, hid 
themfelves in the bushes, or were incapable of. 
hearing or obeying orders. 

The favages growing every moment more 
audacious, it-was thought proper ftill to in- 
creafe their confidence; by that means, if 

le; to intice them to come clofe upon 
orto ftand their ground when attacked. 
With this view, two'‘companies of light in- 
fantry were ordered within the circle, and the 
troops on their right and left opened their 
files, and filled up the fpace, that it might 
feem they were intended to cover the retreat : 
The third Jight infantry company, and the 
grenadiers of the 42d, were ordered to, fup- 
port the two’ firlt companies. This mancu- 
wre fucceeded to our with; for the few troops 
who took poffeffion of the ground, lately oc- 
eupied by the two light infantry companies, 
being brought in nearer to the centre of the 
circle, the barbarians miftaking thefe motions 
for a retreat, hurried headlong on, and ad- 
vancing upon us with the moft daring intre= 
pidity, galled us exceffively with their heavy 
fire; but at the very moment that, certain of 
faccefs, they thought themfelves matters of 
the camp, major Campbell, at the head of the 
two firft companies, fallied out from a part 
of the hill they could not obferve, and fell 
upon their right flank: They refolutely re- 
turned the fire, but.could not fland the ure-— 
fiftible fhock of our men, who, rufhing in 
among them, killed many of them, ana put: 
the reft to flight. The orders fent to the other 
two companies were delivered fo timelyby 
captain Baffet, and execut«d with fuch cele- 
rity and fpirit, that the routed favages, who 
happened to run that moment before their 
front, received their full fire, when uncoe 
vered by the trees. The four companies did 
not give them time to load a fecond time, 
mor even to look behind them, but pur ued 
them till they were totally difperfed. The 
left of the favages, which had not been at- 
tacked, were kept in awe by the remains of 
of our troops, pofted on the brow of the hill 
for that purpofe; nor durft they attempt to 
fupport or affift their right; but being wit- 
nefles to their defeat, followed their exam- 
ple and fled. Our brave men difdained fo 
miuch to touch the dead body of a vanquifhed 
enemy, that fearce a fcalp was taken, except 
by the rangers and packhorfe drivers, 

The wood being now cleared, and the pur- 
fait over, the four companies took n 
of a hill in our front, and as: foon as litters 
could be made for the wounded, and the flour 
and every thing deftroyed, which for want of 
horfes could not be carried, we marched 
without moleftation to this camp: After 
the fevere correction we had given the fava- 
ges. a few hours before, it was natural to 

we fhould enjoy fome reft; but we 
bad hardly fixed our camp when they fired

As we inferted Capt. Forbes’s Letter in our 
p- 499, we think it an a © ice to give 
our Readers the following Phy sles wey 
Circumftances of the Affair of Mr, Wilkes and 
Capt. Forbes, 


N Monday morning, Aug, 15, as Mr. 
Wilkes was walking withJord Palmer- 
fton to Notre Dame, a gentleman in the ftreet 
came up to him, and enquired if his vame: 
was Wilkes. The gentleman was anfwered 
io the affirmative: Upon which he faid, Mr. 
Wilkes wrote the North Briton, and muft - 
fight him. Mr, Wilkes defired to know what 
evidence the gentleman had for fo round an 
affertion ; that he had in a moment cut v 
fhort a difpute which had been a good while 
agitating in England, and would not foon be 
over; that a fquabble in the ftreets was both 
unbecoming a gentleman, and an indecent 
affront to the laws of the country; that he 
lived at the Hotel de Saxe, and withed him 
a good day. Mr. Forbes in the afternoon 
called at the Hotel de Saxe, and left on a 
card ‘* Captain Joha Forbes.” The next morn- 
ing he returned about fix: He faid his name 
was Forbes, a captain in the French regi- 
ment of Ogilby, which had been broke, of 
as it is there called, reformed. Mr. Wilkes 
regretted that he had not left on his card 
where he lived, to have prevented him that 
fecond trouble of coming to the Hotel de 
Saxe, and defired to know his commands. 
He faid, that Mr. Wilkes muft fight him, 
becaufe he had wrote againft Scotiand. Mr, 
Wilkes afked what he had wrote, and withed 
to fee the papers objeéted to, or to know. 
what they were. Mr, Forbes replied, you 
have wrote againft my country: Your name 
is Wilkes: Do you not write? Mr, Wilkes 
faid, that he did now and then wrire receipts 
for. tenants, and fometimes on pot nights; 
but would give no account to Mr, Forbes, 
nor toany man. Mr. Forbes then afked him, 
if he would fight him thatday, Mr. Wilkes 
aA told 
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550 Affair of Wilkes and Forbes. on 


told him, that he would fight him upon his 
honour; but he believed he could not in- 
dulge him that day, for he had a previous 
account to fettle with lord Egremont, and 
went into the circumftances of that affair. 
Mr, Wilkes added, that it was very unfit 
capt. Forbes and he fhould talk over alone 
fo critical a bufinefs; therefore defred him 
to return the fame day at noon, and to bring 
one gentleman for a fecond along with him ; 
and Mr. Wilkes’s friend and fecond would 
likewife attend. Mr. Wilkes declared, he 
would leave every particular of time, place, 
&c. to their two friends, and would abide by 


their determination. Capt. Forbes promifed 


that he would bring his fecond; but came at 
twelve alone, and found monfieur Goy in 
Mr. Wilkes’s apattments. Mr. Wilkes foon 
after returned, and at his door faw two 
Englith gentlemen, as mentioned before. 
As foon as monf. Goy, capt. Forbes, and 
Mr, Wilkes, were by themfelves, captain 
Forbes infifted on Mr. Wilkes’s fighting him 
that day, and direétly, Mr. Wilkes defired 
him to explain the reafons of fuch a duel, to 
monf, Goy; that he knew nothing of any 
perfénal quarrel with capt. Forbes; and re- 
minded him of his promife in the morning 
to return with a fecond. Mr. Forbes faid, 
that Mr. Wilkes knew enough ; and that he 
would not explain himfelf farther. Mr, 
Wilkes replied, that he would not enter far- 
ther into that affair, his friend being pre- 
fent, and no gentleman on the part of Mr. 
Forbes. Mr. Forbes then faid, that his friend 
was near, and that he would fetch him. He ac- 
cordingly went away: Ina quarter of an hour 
he returned again alone, and faid, he would 
bring no friend ; but Mr. Wilkes fhould foon 
hear from him. Mr. Wilkes afked how he 
could know that the perfon he was converfing 
with was a gentleman, or was capt. Forbes, 
having never feen him till the day before ; 
and obferved, that his coming in fuch a 
manner, and ref.fing to bring a fecond, had 
more the air of an affaffin then of a gentle- 
man, Mr. Forbes faid, that he was weil 
kenown to the prince of Soubize, and then 
went away. 

In the afternoon the marhhals of France 
fent and put Mr. Wilkes under arreft. Soon 
after he received a vifit from Mr. Macdonald, 
a Scottith gentleman in the French fervice, 
who told him, that he eame in the name of 
the Scots at Paris, to aflure Mr. Wilkes, 
that they entirely difapproved of captain 
Porbes’s. behaviour; and that it was only to 
be looked upon as the rafhnefs of a young 
mah of three and twenty. Mr, Mackcy,who 
is likewife in the French fervice, and has the 
crofs of St. Lewis, waited afterwards on Mr, 
Wilkes, and repeated the fame afforances. 
Mr, Forbes never appeared at Paris after that 
afternoon, Tuefday the r6th of Auguf. Di- 
ligent fearch was made, and it was difcovered 
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that he had been, for fome time 
Mr. Murray's. At laft capt. Forbes not p, 
pearing, Mr. Murray was taken into hf 
and was brought before marthal Nouilies yi.) 
is prefident of the tribunals of the marfhal, of 
France, on Friday afternoon the Tgth, at th 
fame time with Mr. Wilkes ; ang on thei 
giving their paroles, both their guards were 
difmiffed. When marthal Noailles alked M. & 
Wilkes what was his quarrel with Catal 
Forbes, Mr. Wilkes only faid, Mon{eipnear 
jen ai nil’ benneur ni T envie de connoitremen 
Forbes. Mr. Wilkes then, in the prefence gf 
feveral French gentlemen, after marhal 
Noailles was retired, begged Mr, Macdoaak, 
who is an intimate friend of Mr, Forbes, tp 
affure him,.that as foon as the affair wit 
lord Egremont was fetiled, if he was alive, 
he would indulge captain Forbes, thould he 
chufe to fight him; and that it would & 
captain Forbes’s own fault if he did ng: 
for Mr. Wilkes would mect him fe; tha 
purpofe afy -where in Europe, Afia, Afric: 
or America, except the dominions of France, 

Mr. Wilkes’s letter was as follows:

IT is with the utmoft fatisfaftion, that, 
in obedience to his majefty’s commands, I am 
now to meet a parliament which has alrea 
given fo many and fuch very diftinguithed 
proofs of its zeal and unanimity in the fupport 
and fervice of the crown. 

I heve it expreftiy in command from his 
majefty to declare to yeuhis entire approbation 
of your paft conduct, and toaflure you, that 
the whole courfe of your late proceedings has 
filled his royal mind with every fentiment of 
regard which can flow from a juft and gra- 
cious fovereign towards a dutiful and a loyal

events, which have occurred fince your laft
